Archery Season 
Opens Saturday 


_ The largest bow hunting army 
in history will kick the lid off the 
deer season October 1. 

With more liberalized hunting 
regulations and more bow hunting 
converts, the conservation de- 
partment expects about 12,000 or' 
nearly 25 per cent more archers 
than last year. On the basis of 
1948 report cards. returned. the 
department estimates 9,875 bow 
hunters bagged 583 deer. 

Archers are becoming more 
skillful for in 1947 only one in 20 
got a deer, last year one in 17, and 
as high as one out of every 15 
hunters is expected to bring home 
venison this season. 

Last year three--fourths of the 
archers limited their stalking 
range to a half-dozen counties. 
With the higher hunter concentra- 
tion in Roscommon, Allegan, 
Crawford, Oscoda, Ioseo and 
Montmorency Counties, 85 per 
cent of the deer were harvested 
‘in these locations. 

Male deer may be taken in any 
county from October 1-November 
5. Liberalized regulations this 
year provide for taking a deer of 
either sex in this period in Alcona, 
Antrim, Alger, Baraga, Benzie, 
Charlevoix Crawford. Delta, 
Gogebic Grand Traverse, Iosco, 
Tron, Lake, Leelanau, Luce, Mack- 
inac, Manistee, Mason, Montmor- 
ency, Ontonagon, Oscoda, Roscom- 
mon, Schoolcraft. Wexford, Drum- 
mond Island in Chippewa County, 
and in that part of the state lying 
south of the north line of Town- 
line 16, except Allegan County. 
Special bow season in Allegan 
County on deer of either sex runs 
fram October 1 to December 15. 

Archers who fail to get their 
deer in the bow and arrow season 
are eligible to purchase a gurr ft- 
cense to hunt in the general sea- 
son, November 15-30. Resident

While the 1949 Michigan Leg-
